With Turkey as the setting, 
history is repeating itself in the 
international political scene of 
1948. The backdrop may be slight- 
ly altered, some of the roles may 
be played by new actors, but the 
stage is the same, and old faces 
still walk before us. Great Britain 
and France have today dropped 
back to the position of under- 
studies, while the United States 
becomes the protagonist to face 
Russia. The Czarist double-eagle 
may have given way to the Soviet 
hammer and sickle, but Russia’s 
interests in the Mediterranean re- 
main what they have been for at 
least one hundred years. 

In the nineteenth century Tur- 
key, a despotic and harsh military 


ruler, controlled a vast area of 
Austria-Hungary. Outraged as 
were many western nations at Tur- 
key's ruthlessness in the Balkans, 
they were nevertheless more deep- 


ly concerned with Russia’s ambi- 
tions to take over the vital Tur- 
kish Dardanelles and the outlet 


to the Eastern Mediterranean. 
Britian aided Greece in her revo- 
lution against Turkey in the 
1820's but joined France in the 
Crimean War against Russia in 
the 1850's. For the Mediterran- 
ean interests of Britain and 
France could not countenance 


Russian expansion in that area. 
19th Century Russian Ambitions 
The completion of the Suez 
Canal by 1870, and the opening 
of what Great Britain regarded 
as her vital “‘life-line’’ to the Bast, 
brought into closer perspective 
® the threats of Russian expansion. 
When Russia defeated Turkey in 
1878, and secured concessions in 
the Dardanelles, Great Britain 
joined Germany at the Congress 
of Berlin to take away those spoils 
of victory. As a consequence, Rus-

“The key to the whole equation is lower prices and great- 
er aggregate profits produced by lesser unit profits spread over 
more articles made and sold.”

They note and 
give hearty commendation to the 
better programs. 


The casual listener may need to 
listen less. But he also needs to 
listen more—more_ consciously, 
more critically—and then let his 
tastes be known. —
